deine, and haue in his houſe foꝛ euery man childe, being of the age ot vii. 
vecres and aboue till he ſhall come to the age of xbii.peres, a bowe a two 
/ſhaftes, to induce and learne them, and bꝛing them vp in ſhooting, and 

c ſchall deliuer all the ſame bowe and arrowes to the ſame pong men to vſe

Item, that no perſon by him ſelfe, factoz, deputic, ſeruant, oꝛ other perſon, ſhall foꝛ his oꝛ their gayne, 
lucre, oꝛ liuing, keepe, haue, holde, occupie, exerciſe, oꝛ maintaine, any common houle, Alley, oz place of 
bowling, coyting, cloyſe, coylcs, halfe bo wle, tennys, diſyng, table, oꝛ carding, oꝛ any other maner of gainc 
pꝛohibited by any ſtatute heretokoꝛe made, oꝛ any vnlawkull new game nowe inuented oꝛ made, oꝛ herc⸗ 
aͤfter to be inuented, founde, had, oz made, vpon paine to foꝛfaite and pay foꝛ euery day kecping, hauing, 
mainteining, oꝛ ſuffering any ſuch game to be had, kept, executed, played, oꝛ mainteined within any ſuch 
houſe, garden, Alley, oꝛ other place, contrary to the fourme and effect of this eſtatute.xl.s.and the players 
ſo taken, to pay foꝛ cuery time. vi. s. viii. d. : | 
Item, that the Juſtices ofpcace,and every Maioꝛ, Sheriffe, Bailyffe, Conſtable, oꝛ other head officer, 
haue aucthoꝛitic to enter into all places, aſwell within franchiſes as cls where, and the perſons offen- 
ding in auy of thc pꝛemiſſeg to take and put in pꝛiſon, vntill ſuch time they put in ſuerties no moꝛe to ſufs 
fer, occupic, oꝛ commit the ſayd offences. | 3 
Item, that the Maioꝛs, Sheriſtes, Bailiffes, Conſtables and other head officers within euerp Citie, 
Boꝛough, and towne within this Realme, where any ſuch officers ſhall foꝛtune to be, aſwell within the 
{ranchiſcs as without, ſhall make due ſearch weekely,oz at the furtheſt at all times hereafter once euery 
moneth in all places, where anyſuch houſcs, Allcys, play oꝛ playes ſhall be ſuſpected to be had, kept, and 
mainteyned. And if the layd Maiozs, Sheriffes, Bailiffes, Conſtables, and other head officers, within 
their Cities, Boꝛoughes, and Townes, aſwell within franchiſcs,as without, do not make due ſearch at 
the furtheſt once cuery moneth, if the caſe ſo require, accoꝛding to the tenoꝛ of this Act, and do not execute 
the lame, in all things accoꝛding to the purpoꝛt and foꝛce of the ſame: that then euery ſuch Maioꝛ, She⸗ 
riffes, Bailiffes, Conſtables, oꝛ other head officer, to pay and foꝛfaite fox euery moneth not making ſuch 
ſearch, noꝛ executing the lame. xl. 8. i | 
Item, that no Artificer, oꝛ handy craftes man of any occupation, huſbandman, Appꝛentice, labourer, 
ſeruant ofhuſbandzy, Jozneyman,oz ſeruant oz Artiſicer, Mariner, Fiſherman, Waterman, oz anp ſer⸗ 
uingman, map ble any vnlawſull game. | 
Item, that al that play at bowles oꝛ any other vnlawful game in the fields, to looſe fo eucryſuchtime 
vi.s.viii.d.and to be committed to pꝛiſon, vntoluch time they put in lureties no moꝛe to vle the lame. 
Item, this ſtatute to be pꝛoclaimed foure times euery peere, and the like to be done in all aſliſes and 
ſeſſiong,and to continue foꝛ euer. | I 
Memorandum, that there is a pꝛouiſo in this ſtatute foꝛ all menof woꝛſhip, which may diſpend one hun- 
dꝛed pounds yecrely and vpwards, may vle theſe games with dileretion at their pleaſures.
